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Swimmers  train  for  Maui 


Some  25  enthusiastic  TattersalFs 
swimmers  are  in  serious  training  at  the 
present  time  —  swimming  an  average  of 
25  miles  each  every  week  —  in  the  hope 
of  securing  a  place  in  one  of  the  two 
teams  which  will  represent  the  club  in 
the  September  Maui  Channel  Swim. 

For  several  years  Tattersairs 
Swimming  Club  has  competed  in  this 
nine  mile,  open  sea  realay  event  between 
the  islands  of  Maui  and  Lanai  and  also 
in  the  Waikiki  Beach  Swim,  which  is  2.3 
miles  in  rough  water. 

Both  races  are  held  on  the  United 
States  Labor  Day  weekend,  September  5 
to  7. 

The  races  are  unique  and  last  year  the 
Relay  had  59  teams  and  the  Beach  Swim 
over  2,000  competitors. 

Club  member  Graham  Coles  is  a 
Maui  Channel  —  Waikiki  veteran 
competitor  and  the  Graham  Coles 
Bondi  Classic  Swim  is  based  on  the 
Waikiki  event,  which  starts  at  Waikiki 
Beach  in  rough  water,  goes  out  past 
Diamond  Head  and  finishes  at 
downtown  Honolulu. 

Tattersall’s  Club  swims  by  invitation, 
which  was  originally  arranged  by  Wal 
Tyler.  The  club  now  has  a  permanent 
position. 

We  have  previously  taken  second 
place  in  the  Relay,  in  which  each 
member  of  the  six  man  team  swims  for 
half  an  hour,  and  then  each  man  swims 


10  minutes  until  the  race  is  completed. 

All  competitors  must  be  aged  over  25 
and  the  course  is  over  an  international 
waterway  and  a  boat  must  accompany 
each  team. 

Swimming  Club  President,  Norm 
Rogers,  says  this  year  we  are  hopeful  of 
a  good  showing  as  the  team  will  be  very 
competitive.  It  has  been  undergoing  full 
training  since  February. 

Max  Metzker  and  Paul  Blake  have 
won  gold  and  silver  in  the  Beach  Swim 
in  past  years  and  Max  is  a  starter  again 
this  year. 

The  stalwarts  of  the  team  are  Stuart 
MacCallum  and  Norm  Rogers  and  the 
team  this  year  will  comprise  25  going  to 
Hawaii,  which  will  be  narrowed  down  to 
two  swimming  teams  later. 

Norm  comments  that  Stuart 
MacCallum  has  arranged  some 
sponsorships  for  this  year  and  the  first 
team  (seven  swimmers)  will  be 
sponsored  to  the  extent  of  90%  per 
member. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  teams  will  fly 
Continental  Airlines,  arranged  through 
Ken  Glover,  and  are  looking  forward  to 
a  splendid  time  in  Hawaii. 

TattersalFs  has  reciprocal  rights  with 
the  Outrigger  Canoe  Club  and  the 
Honolulu  Club,  and  barbecues  are 
organised  for  the  teams  before  the  event 
and  a  wake  in  the  Pioneer  Hotel 
afterwards.

Third  Floor  Charges 

The  Club  Committee  has  re¬ 
introduced  charges  for  using  the 
Athletics  Department  in  an  effort  to 
recover  at  least  a  substantial  proportion 
of  the  $100,000  a  year  that  the 
Department  costs  to  operate. 

In  a  circular  to  members  the 
committee  regrets  the  re-introduction  of 
charges,  but  feels  that  it  is  necessary  to 
attempt  to  recover  at  least  $70,000  from 
members  on  a  “user  pays”  basis. 

To  achieve  this  budgetted  result,  the 
Committee  has  introduced  a  $3.00  per 
day  casual  rate  for  members  or  their 
guests  and  a  $175.00  “regular  user”  fee 
which  will  cover  the  period  up  to  the 
end  of  next  February. 

“The  introduction  of  the  regular  user 
rate,  it  is  felt,  results  in  a  more  equitable 
distribution  of  the  burden  than  was  in 
place  prior  to  February  28  last,”  the 
circular  states.  Members  have  been  sent 
a  form  to  enable  them  to  take  advantage 
of  the  regular  user  rate. 

Club  General  Manager,  Andrew 
Grecian,  requests  however  that 
everybody  using  the  Athletics 
Department,  whether  they  have  paid  the 
regular  user  subscription  or  not, 
continue  to  fill  in  a  yellow  user  card  so 
that  the  club  will  continue  to  have 
statistics  available  on  the  extent  to 
which  the  Athletics  Department  is  being 
used. 

Dining  Room  Changes 

Regular  users  of  the  dining  room  will 
have  noticed  the  changes  which  have 
occurred  on  the  fourth  floor  over  the 
past  few  weeks. 

A  new  style  menu  has  been  adopted 
to  offer  members  different  culinary 
delights  to  tempt  their  palates.

Night  for  Whisky  Buffs 


Some  50  of  the  Club’s  Scotch  Malt 
Whisky  enthusiasts  had  the  opportunity 
to  indulge  their  taste  free  of  charge  on 
six  of  the  finest  single  malt  whiskies  ever 
to  come  out  of  Scotland  and  at  the  same 
time,  learn  something  of  what  makes 
their  indulgence  so  delightful. 

Robin  Spratt  of  Spey  Traders,  put  on 
the  tasting  in  the  Club  Room  on  June 
23,  and  while  members  sipped  their  way 
from  Speyside  to  Glen  Livet  via  the  Isles 
of  Islay  and  Jura,  Robin  proved  himself 
the  full  bottle,  so  to  speak,  on  single 
malts. 

Robin  Spratt  first  gained  his  expertise 
whilst  serving  at  Lossiemouth,  Scotland 
with  the  Royal  Australian  Fleet  Air 
Arm, 

“When  there  was  no  flying  there  was 
this  other  activity  to  keep  us  busy,”  he 
said.  Since  leaving  the  Service,  Robin 
has  been  in  the  whisky  business. 

First,  the  reason  why  single  malt 
whiskies  taste  so  different,  with  a  rich, 
smokey  or  even  peaty  flavour  present. 

It  started  when  the  Highland  distillers 
discovered  their  somewhat  rough, 
colourless  “poteen”  could  be  vastly 
improved  by  maturation  in  old  sherry 
casks.  The  casks  were  at  the  end  of  a 
one  way  trip  once  they  arrived  in 
England  containing  sherry,  so  they  were 
very  cheap  for  the  thrifty  Scots  distillers 
to  acquire. 

Needless  to  say,  they  are  now 
virtually  impossible  to  acquire  in  this 
way,  so  the  only  Scotch  single  malt 
whisky  which  still  matures  in  sherry 
casks,  the  one  known  as  the  Rolls  Royce 
of  Malts  and  endorsed  by  the  Dean  of 
Trinity  College,  Oxford,  no  less,  is  the 
Macallan,  which  is  also  the  most 
expensive. 

To  get  its  sherry  casks,  Macallan  buys 
them  in  Spain  and  then  leases  them,  free 


of  charge,  to  the  Spanish  sherry  industry 
for  a  season  before  bringing  them  back 
to  Scotland  to  be  filled  with  Scotch, 

All  the  other  single  malt  distillers 
apparently  use  old  Bourbon  whiskey 
casks  which  are  cheap  in  the  United 
States  because  the  law  allows  them  to  be 
used  only  once  for  Bourbon. 

They  are  brought  back  to  Scotland, 
have  the  charcoal  scraped  off  the  inner 
surface,  get  a  couple  of  gallons  of  sherry 
swilled  round  the  inside  and  then  get  to 
contain  the  malt. 

Single  malt  whiskies  are  usually  paler 
than  blended  scotches  because  they  have 
no  caramel  added  for  colour  and  all 
differ  both  in  colour,  bouquet  and 
flavour. 

Robin  Spratt  described  the  island 
malts  as  having  a  very  strong  iodine 
peatiness,  due  to  the  seaweed 
impregnated  and  low  lying  peat  used  to 
dry  the  barley.  The  Isle  of  Jura  malt 
served  at  the  tasting  almost  had  a 
suggestion  of  green  in  its  colour. 

Robin  saved  the  really  bad  news  for 
near  the  end  of  his  talk:  The  Federal 
Government  imposes  duty  and  sales  tax 
totalling  $161.00  on  a  12  bottle  case  of 
single  malt  whisky,  and  then  the  State 
licensing  fee  is  not  only  added  to  that, 
but  is  also  charged  at  the  rate  of  10%  on 
the  Federal  taxes  as  well. 

Said  Robin,  “Even  the  cheapest 
blended  whisky  carries  a  minimum  tax 
of  $10.20  a  bottle,  so  you  can  imagine 
how  much  the  retailer  makes  when  he 
sells  it  as  low  as  $12.99.” 

The  six  malts  served  at  the  tasting 
were  Glen  Grant,  a  Highland  malt  from 
Speyside,  Isle  of  Jura,  Bruichladdich 
from  Islay,  Tamnavulin  from  Glenlivet, 
Longmorn  from  the  north  end  of 
Speyside  and  Macallan  from  the  River 
Spey. 


Alan  Jones 
luncheon  next 
month

In  the  same  year  he  also  won  the 
Confederation  of  Australian  Sport 
award  for  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Alan  started  his  sporting  career  with 
University  Blues  from  both  Queensland 
and  Oxford  for  tennis. 

His  coaching  awards  follow  his 
unmatched  feats  of  coaching  the 
Wallabies  to  a  grand  Slam  victory  in 
1984  over  England,  Scotland,  Wales  and 
Ireland,  with  a  further  victory  over  an 
all-Britain  International  Barbarians  side 
which  included  two  top  players  from 
France. 

In  1986  Alan  Jones  again  coached  the 
Wallabies  to  victory,  this  time  over  New 
Zealand  in  the  Bleddisloe  Cup  series. 

Alan  Jones  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
best  speakers  in  Australia  and  his  talk  to 
the  club  luncheon  on  August  10  in  the 
Club  Room  should  be  an  occasion  as 
memorable  as  that  of  Professor  Geoffrey 
Blainey  last  year.
